The 
pay-roll was made 
up 
to

however, Michael was discharged for 
some reason not material and Joseph 
was discharged on Monday the 23d. 
In 
course of time they went for their m on­ 
ey and received It. 
When Michael left 
the mill another weaver had been put 
n his place and ran his looms till the 
cloth was stripped of cloth woven. 
In 
I that time, It is claimed, 
the 
spare 
weaver earned $3.15, according to the 
pay-roll, which, according to this mill's 
system, was to be deducted from Mi­ 
chael’s pay of $12.41, making Michael's 
due $9.26. 
Instead he received an en ­ 
velope containing $12.90, which he took 
and kept. 
Joseph, on the other hand, 
received an envelope containing $9.26, 
whereas he claims he should have had, 
as the pay-roll showed, $12.90. 
L ater the mill discovered Its error 
when Joseph complained of 
It, 
and 
claims that the trouble lay In the p a y ­ 
master, who had given Joseph's check 
to Michael and vice versa. 
The cor­ 
poration sent Michael word of the error 
and he came to the office.

PCT UP THE TRICF. OF COTTON. CLOTH. 


There seems to be hut one practical means of inducing the mills to in- 


crease the wages and that is lo put up ihe price of cotlon cloth. While the 
price, of raw cotton soars nlofl, the price of cotton cloth remains practically 
same as' before. 


It Is the misfortune of the collon business thai while the cost of man- 


ufacture may increase, the price of the manufactured product iiiny remain 
practically fixed. 


What causes this anomalous condition It is perhaps a waste of time to 


Ino.uire. Nol even the mill men ran give a satisfactory answer. 


Another evil, perhaps a result of the condition mentioned. Is that Ihe 


manufacturers never put up'wages until their prosperity is oppressive. When 
they have put away Urge dividends, added lo their surplus, provided for de- 
preciation and Improvement of their plants, then they me willing to put up 
wages If the price of collon cloth poe.i up. 


In 
many recent controversies between employer ar.il employe Ihe price 


of cotton hr.3 been n potenl faclor In forcinR a p.clllemenl In the manufac- 
turers' favor,

The pr!c* of the raw material hns recently increased so lluil the manu- 


facturers who have a supply of cotlon on h:ind say they can m:tkc more 
money by selling their cotton than by convening It into cloth. They are 
equipped for making cloth find to abandon that business to become cotton 
jobbers can be regarded only as nn extreme ami unbUFlness-like step even 
as a means of crushing a strike. 


The question of the hmir Is how to raise (he price of intton cloth and lift 


the textile Industry to a degree of prosperity Ihnt will permanently remove H 
from the borderline of slavery. How can the price of the manufactured article 
be made responsive to every legitimate and necessary increase tr: the cost of 
manufacture? 


In an article in the Outlook of May 2jth George Kennan figured out that 


the cotton mills of Lowell produce about 
iiOG miles or SiO.OcO yards of cloth 


n day, assuming that the slrips were joined end to end in a continuous line. 
Now. assuming ihe price of colton cloth was Increased one-quarter ce:it a yard, 
the increased value of SSO.OOO yards would 
he 52.200 for one day'r 
outpul. 


For six days the amount of the increase would be over S13.000. 
Hut (he total 


weekly payroll for all the colton mills is SU'S.OOD and ten per cci-.t of this 
amount, the Increase demanded, by the. strikers, is 512.SOD. 


There-fore, it appears that the increase of a nuarler of a cent a y.iril on 


the total output of the Ixnvcll cotton mills would suffice lo meet the de- 
mand for 10 per cent. Increase In wages. 


The consumers would pay this slight 
Increase with pleasure in order 


that the operatives might get the increase. Indeed,

felt even by the poorest families. 


•Why cannot the price be pushed up? 
Why cannot the mills unite in an 


effort to put up the price so as to enable them to pay decent wages? 


We do not mean to suggest the formation of a textile or cotton trust. 


but the adoption of a new policy under which it would be agreed by all that 
higher wages should he. paid as a necessary item in the cost of manufacture. 
The texr.ile industry will never enjoy the prosperity, the stability and per- 
jnanence. of other industries until the price of the manufactured arlicle is 
made responsive to the co.^t of production. 


There Keems to bo hut one way to attain that end—put up the price of

V ario us cities a nd st ate s have u n d e rt a k e n the ve ry h u m a n e task of 
building homes for con su m pti ves; but even a g a in s t these there Is a growing 
prejudice so th a t the poor co nsu m pti ves meet but little s y m p a t h y while they 
go from place to place, hoping aga ins t hope for a new lease of life. 
Consumption is distinctively 
a disease of the poor. 
It Is contracted In 
th e d ust-la den atm o sp h ere of the factories; It Is 
n u rtu re d In the u n sa n ita ry 
homes of the poor and by the lack of plenty of good nourish in g food. 
In 
Its incipient stages It ta kes the form 
of a cold 
accom panie d 
with a cough 
a n d serious affection of the lungs. 
It Is trifled with by doctors a n d m isu n ­ 
derstood or 
dis regarde d by 
the victims until it has passed the 
curable 
stage. 
Then the sa n i ta ri u m s and th e c hange of scene are sought hut sought 
In vain. 
E very quack remedy advertise d in the 
press is tried without avail. 
W e 
h ave been told that 
physicians have discovered the germ of c o n su m p ­ 
tion an d have found a cure; Dr. Koch of G e r m a n y a few y ears ago a n n o u n c ­ 
ed with a gre at flourish of tr u m p e t s t h a t he had discovered a cure for con- 
■umption but his alleged cure seems to have proved useless. 
The h a rd e r people work, the more closely they are crowded in tenements, 
th e more hu mble their fare, the more subject will th ey be to tilts disease. The 
w a y to lessen consumption is to be tter the condition 
of 
the tollers, to im ­ 
prove their homes, give them more fresh air, shorte r hours, with better pay 
which m e an s better ra im ent and be tte r food. 
It Is safe to say th a t the 
coal fa m in e of last w in te r laid the foundation 
for th o u s a n d s of cases of consum pti on, cases which 
are now p erhaps d e­ 
veloping their chronic and incurable c h ara c te r.

W h a t causes this anomal ous condition it is p e rh a p s a w aste of time to 
inquire. 
Not even the mill men can give a satisfactory answer. 
A noth er evil, perh aps a result of the condition mentioned, Is that the 
m a n u f a c tu r e r s never put up wageR until their prosperity Is oppressive. When 
th ey h ave put a w a y large dividends, added to their surplus, provided for d e ­ 
preciation a n d im provem ent of their plants, then they are willing to p u t up 
w ages lf the price of cotton cloth goes up. 
In 
m a n y recent controversies 
b etw een employer mid employe the price 
of cotton h r s been a potent factor In forcing a settl em en t In the m a n u f a c ­ 
t u r e r s ’ favor. 
T h e price of th e r a w m ateri al h a s recently Increased so that the m a n u ­ 
f a c t u r e r s who ha ve a supply of cotton on hand sa y they ca n m ake more 
m o n e y by selling th eir cotton th a n by co nvert in g It into cloth. 
T hey are 
eq uip ped for m a k i n g cloth and to a b a n d o n th a t business to become cotton 
Jobbers can be reg ard e d only a s an e x tr e m e and un buslness-like st ep 
even 
a s « m e a n s of c r u s h in g a strike. 
The question of the hour is how to ra ise the price of cotton cloth and lift 
the textile in d u s try to a degree of prospe rit y that will p erm a n e n tly remove it 
fr om the borderline of slavery. H ow can the price of the m a n u f a c t u r e d article 
be m a d e responsive to every le g iti m ate and necessary increase In the cost of 
m a n u f a c t u r e ? 
• 
In a n article in the Outlook of May 20th 
George K e n n a n figured out th a t 
th e cotton mills of Lowell produce a b o u t 500 miles or 880,000 y ard s of cloth 
a day. a s s u m i n g that the strips were joined end to end In a conti nuous line. 
Now, a s s u m in g the price of cotton cloth w as Increased o n e -q u a r te r cent a yard, 
the Increased value of 880.000 y a rd s w ould 
be 
$2,200 
for o n : 
d a y ’s output. 
F o r six d a y s the a m o u n t of the Increase would be over $13,000. 
But the total 
weekly payroll for all the cotton mill s 
is $128,000 an d ten per ce nt of this 
am o u n t, the increase demande d, by t h e strikers, Is $12,800. 
Therefore, it a p p e a rs th at the increase of a q u a r t e r of a cent a yard on 
the total o u tp u t of the Lowell cott on 
mills would suffice to meet the de­ 
m a n d for IO per cent. Increase in wages. 
The c o n su m e rs would 
pay this slight 
increase with pleasure 
in order 
t h a t the opera tiv es m ight 
get the increase. 
Indeed, 
it would scarcely

felt even by the poorest families. 
W h y cannot the price be pushed u p ? 
W h y can no t the mills unite in an 
effort to p u t up the price so as to en ab le th em to pay decent w ag es? 
We do not m e a n to suggest the form ati on of a textile or cotton trust, 
but the adopti on of a new policy u n d e r which it would be agre ed by all that 
higher w ages should be paid as a necessary Item In the cost of m a nufactu re. 
Th e textile Industr y will ne ver enjoy the prosperity, the stability and p e r­ 
m anence of oth er industries until the price of the m a n u f a c tu r e d article is 
m ade responsive to the cost of production.

THE RECENT ASSASSINATION NOT 


WITHOUT CAUSE. 


In connection with tile assassination 
of the King and Queen or Beryls, the 
following brief history of that country

T he S ervian s are a b ran ch of the 
Slavic family, During the seventh cen­ 
tu ry they were induced by the B yzan­ 
tine em peror, Heracllua L., to abandon 
their hom es in the C a rp a th ian s and 
colonize

then depopulated 
te r r i­ 
tory betw een the D anube and the A d ri­ 
atic. 
Bound to tile B yzantine em pire 
by a friendship 
and allegiance, 
they 
form ed an efficient defense a g a in s t the 
b arb a ria n s of tile north. 
C hristianized 
In the ninth century. Hervla becam e In­ 
dependent in the eleventh, an d Its so v ­ 
ereign, the G ran d Suphane, w as recog­ 
nized as king 
by Pope G regory VII. 
Stephen D urban, the tenth sovereign, 
conquered nearly all the Balkan p e n in ­ 
sula, th re a te n e d Constantinople, 
and 
In 1846 took the title of Czar. 
In 1389, 
at the terrib le battle of Kossova, where 
the Servian king. L azaru s, and Sultan 
Murad, w ere slain, Servla inst its In ­ 
dependence an d disappears from h is­ 
tory till tile early p art of the n in e ­ 
teenth 
cen tury . 
T hen 
the 
peasant, 
K ara George, aided by Russia, expelled 
tile O tto m an s and ruled from 1804 to 
1813. 
A gain 
(he 
O tto m an s 
overran 
the 
country w hen the sw ineherd Milseeh 
O brenovltch. 
who 
a ssassin ated 
Ka t a 
George, headed a desp erate resistance 
du ring 15 years. 
Supported 
by R u s­ 
sian diplom acy lie forced the Porte In 
1830 to recognize him as 
h ered itary 
prince of Servla. In 1869 a constitution 
w as fram ed, according to 
w hich 
tile 
governm ent appointed o n e-th ird of the 
Skuptschlna. 
while the electorate 
of 
the oth er tw o -th ird s w as g reatly r e ­ 
stricted. 
In 1876 Servla declared w ar 
against the O ttom ans, an d w as saved 
from destruction only by the in te rfe r­ 
ence of Russia. 
The congress of Berlin (1878) reco g ­ 
nized tile Independence of the p rin ci­ 
pality. and increased its te rrito ry on 
the south at the expense of the O tto ­ 
m an empire. 
Servla declared Itself a 
kingdom M arch 2, lsx2. 
Iti Novem ber, 
1885, K ing Milan made an unjustifiable 
attac k on Bulgaria, but was Ign om in­ 
iously defeated, and his kingdom m a in ­ 
tained In tact 
only through the in te r­ 
ference of A ustria H ungary. 
In 1889 a more liberal 
constitution 
was granted, all tax p ay in g citizens be­ 
coming electors, by w hose votes the 
entire S k u p tsrh in a was elected. 
The S ervian s are a brave and g e n ­ 
erous people, and tile u n fo rtu n a te h is ­ 
tory of S erv la since 1868 w as largely 
due to the Influence of th eir Incapable 
and pusillanim ous ruler, Milan L., who 
on M arch 6, 1889. abdicated In favor 
of his son. A lexander I. 
T he latter In 
May, 1894, by a coup d'etat, abolished 
the new constitution and resto red that 
of 1869. 
Only a few m o n th s ago he 
made an o th er coup d ’etat, abolishing 
the constitution of 1901, w hich Is now- 
restored.

PUT UP THR PRICK OF COTTON CLOTH. 


There seems to he but one practical means of Inducing the mills to in- 


crease the wages and that is to put up the price of cotton cloth. While tho 
price of raw cotton soars aloft, the price of cotton cloth remains practically 
same as before. 


Jt is the misfortune of the cotton business that while the cost of man- 


ufacture may IncreciEft tho price of the manufactured product may remain 
practically fixed. 


What causes this anomalous condition it is perhaps a waste of time to 


Inquire. Not even the mill men cnn give a satisfactory answer. 


Another evil, perhnps a result of the condition mentioned. Is tlmt the 


manufacturers never put up wages until their prosperity Is oppressive- When 
they have put away large dividends, added to their surplus, provided fnr de- 
preciation and improvement o£ their plants, then they are willing to put up 
wages if the price of cotton cloih goes up. 


In 
many recent controversies between employer and employe the price 


of cotton hr.3 been a potent factor in forcing n settlement in the manufac- 
turers' favor. 


The price of the raw material has recently Increased so ihat the manu- 


facturers who have a supply of cotton on hand pay they cnn make more 
money by 'selling their cotton than hy converting It into cloth. They ure 


'equipped for making clolh and to abandon that business to become cotton 


Jobbers can be regarded only aa nn extreme and unbuslr.css-likc stop 
even 


as a means of crushing a strike. 


The question cf the hour Is how to rnl?e the price (>t cotton cloth and lift 


the textile industry to a degree of prosperity that will permanently remove it 
from the borderline of slavery. How can the prire of tho manufactured article 
te made responsive to every legitimate and necessary increase In the co?t of 
manufacture? 
^ 
, 


In an article in the Outlook of May 20th 
George Krnnan figured out that 


the cotton mills of Ix>weli produce about 500 miles or KSO.POO yards nf cloth 
a dny, assuming- that the strips were joined end to end in a continuous line. 
Now; assuming1 the price of cotton cloth was increased one-quarter cent a yard, 
the Increased value of $50,000 yards would b^ $2,200 for one day's output. 
For six days the amount of the Increase would he over $13.003. 
But the total 


weekly payroll for all the cotton mills is S12S.OOO and ten per cent of this 
amount, the increase demanded, by tho strikers, !s Sl2.!^i). 


Therefore, it appears that the increase of a quarter of a cent a yard on 


the total output of the L/nvcll cotton mills wnuld suffice to ir.eet the de- 
mand for 10 per cent, increase in wages. 


The consumers nould pay this slight 
Increase with pleasure in order 


that the operatives might get the Increase." Indeed, It would 
scarcely 
be 


felt even by the poorest families. 


Why cannot the price be pushed up? 
Why cannot the mills unite In an 


: effort to put up the price KO as to enable them to pay decent wages? 


We do not mean to suggest the formation of a textile or cotton tru.it, 


but the adoption of a new policy under which it won Ed be n greed by all that 
higher wages should be paid as a necessary item In the cost of manufacture. 
The textile industry will never enjoy the prosperity, the- stability and per- 


" manence of other industries until the price of the manufactured article is 


made responsive; to the cost of production. 


There seems to be but one way to attain that end—put up the price of

Its Incipient stages it takes the form 
of a cold 
accompanied 
with a cough 
and serious affection of the lungs. 
It is trifled with by doctors and m isu n ­ 
derstood or 
disregarded by 
the victim s until it has passed the 
curable 
stage. 
Then the sanitarium s and the change of scene are sought hut sought 
In vain. 
E v e ry quack remedy advertised in the 
press is tried without avail. 
W e 
hav e been told that 
physicians have discovered the germ of consum p­ 
tion an d have found a cure; Dr. Koch of Germany a few years ago announc­ 
ed with a g rea t flourish of trum pets that he had discovered a cure for con ­ 
s um pti on but his alleged cure seem s to have proved useless. 
The h a rd e r people 
work, the more closely they are crowded in tenem ents, 
t h e mor e humble their fare, 
the more subject will they 
he to this disease. The 
w a y to lessen consumption is to better the condition 
of 
the toilers, to im ­ 
prove their homes, give them more fresh air, shorter hours, with better pay 
which means better raiment and better food. 
It is safe to say that the 
coal fam ine of last w inter laid the foundation 
for thousands of cases of consum ption, cases which 
are now perhaps de­ 
veloping their chronic and incurable character.

dream how much suffering he should cause 
to the country when he ordered 
the mines shut down.

There seem s to be but one p rac tic al m e a n s of induci ng the mills to In­ 
crease the wages an d th a t is to put u p the price of c ott on cloth. 
While the 
price of ra w cotton soars aloft, the price of cotton cloth re m a in s practically 
game as before. 
It is the m isfo rtu ne of the cotton business th a t while the cost of m a n ­ 
ufacture m ay increase the price of the m a n u f a c tu r e d p ro d u ct m a y re m a in 
practically fixed. 
What causes this anom a lous condition it is pe rh a p s a w aste of time to 
Inquire. 
Not even the mill men can give a sa tis facto ry answer. 
Another evil, p e rh a p s a result of the condition mentioned, is th at the 
manufacturers never put up wages until their prosperity is oppressive. W h e n 
th e y have put aw ay large dividends, adde d to their surplus, provided for d e ­ 
preciation and im prove m ent of th eir plants, then they are willing to put up 
w ag es if the price of cotton cloth goes up. 
In 
m any rece nt controversies 
b etw een employer a n d employe the price 
o f cotton hr..-* been a potent fa ctor in forcing a se ttl em en t in the m a n u f a c ­ 
turers* favor. 
The price of th e r a w m a te rial h a s recently increased so that the m a n u ­ 
facturers who h a v e a supply of cott on on hand s a y they can m a k e mor e 
m oney by selling th eir cotton th a n by converting it into cloth. 
T h ey are 
equipped for m a k i n g cloth a n d to a b a n d o n that business to become cotton 
Jobbers can be re g a r d e d only as an e x tr e m e a nd u n business-llke step 
even 
a s a m eans of c r u s h in g a strike. 
The question of the h our is how to ra ise the price of cotton cloth a n d lift 
the textile Industry to a degree of pros pe rity th at will p erm an en tly rem ove it 
fr om the borderline of slavery. H o w c a n the price of the m a n u f a c tu r e d article 
be made responsive to every l e g i ti m a t e and necessary Increase in the cost of 
m anufacture? 
In an article in th e Outlook of M a y 29th 
George K e n n a n figured out th a t 
the cotton mills of Lowell produce a b o u t 500 miles o r 880,000 y a rd s of cloth 
a day, a s s u m in g t h a t the strips were Joined end to end in a conti nuous line. 
Now, ass u m in g the price of cotton cloth w a s Increased o n e - q u a r te r cent a yard, 
the increased value of 880,000 y a rd s w o u ld 
he 
$2,200 
for one 
d a y 's o u tp ut. 
F o r six d a y s the a m o u n t of the increase would be over $13,000. 
But the to tal 
weekly payroll for all the cotton m ill s 
is $128,000 a n d te n per cent of this 
amount, the incr ease de manded, by t h e strikers, is $12,800. 
Therefore, It a p p e a rs th a t the inc re ase of a q u a r t e r of a cent a ya rd on 
the total ou tp u t of the Lowell co tto n 
mills would suffice to meet the d e­ 
m a n d for IO per cent, increase in wages. 
The co n su m e rs would pay this slight 
Increase w ith pleasure 
in ord er 
that the opera tiv es m ig h t get th e increase. 
Indeed, it would scarcely 
be 
felt even by the poorest families. 
• 
W hy cannot the price be pushed u p ? 
W h y can not the mills unite in an 
effort to put up the price so a s to ena ble them to p a y decent w ag es? 
W e do not m e a n to sugge st the form a tion of a textile or cotton trust, 
but the adop ti on of a new policy u n d e r which it would be ag re ed by all th a t 
h ig h e r w ages should be paid a s a n ec e ss a ry item in th e cost of manufacture. 
The textile in d u s try will never en jo y the prosperity, th e stab il it y and p e r ­ 
manence of o the r industries until the price of the m a n u f a c t u r e d article Is 
made responsive to 
the cost of 
production.

In an article in the Outlook of May 2Nh George. Kennan figured nut that 


the cotton mills of I^owell produce about 500 miles or S50.CQO yards of cloth 
a day, assuming that the strips were Joined end lo end in a continuous lino. 
Now, assuming the price of cotton cloth was Increased one-quarter cent a yard, 
the Increased value ol SSO.OOO yards would lie J2.200 for one day's output. 
For si* days the amount of the Increase would be over {13.000. 
But the total 


weekly payroll for all the cotton mills is 5125,000 and ten per cent of this 
amount, the Increase demanded, by the strikers, is S12.SOO. 


Therefore, it appears that the increase nf a. quarter of a. cent a yard on 


the tola! output of the Lowell cotton mills would suffice to meet the de- 
mand for 10 per cent, increase in wages.

SERVIAN HISTORY 


TH E RECENT ASSASSINATION NOT 


W ITHOUT CAUSE. 


In connection with the assassination 
of the King and Queen of Servla, the 
following brief history of that country 
will prove interesting: 
The Servians are a branch of the 
Slavic family. During tile seventh cen­ 
tury they were Induced by the Byzan­ 
tine emperor, Heraclius L., to abandon 
their homes in the Carpathians and 
colonize the then depopulated tj'rri- 
tory between the Danube and the Adri­ 
atic. 
Bound to tile Byzantine empire 
by a friendship 
and allegiance, 
they 
formed an efficient defense against the 
barbarians of the north. 
Christ laniard 
in the ninth century, Servla became In­ 
dependent in tile eleventh, and Its sov­ 
ereign, the Grand Suphnno, was recog­ 
nized as king 
by Pope Gregory VII. 
Stephen Durban, the tenth sovereign, 
conquered nearly all the B rlkm penln 
Sula, threatened Constantinople, 
and 
In 1346 took the title of Czar. 
In 1389, 
at the terrible battle of Kossova, when? 
the Servian king, Lazarus, and Sultan 
Murad, were slain, Servla lost its In­ 
dependence and disappears from hts 
tory till the early part of the nine 
teenth 
century, 
Then 
the 
peasant, 
Kara George, aided by Russia, expelled 
the o tto m an s and ruled from 1804 to 
1813. 
Again 
the 
Ottomans 
overran 
the 
country when the swineherd Mllsech 
Obrenovlteh, 
who assassinated 
Kara 
George, headed a desperate resistance 
during 15 years. 
Supported 
by R us­ 
sian diplomacy he forced tile Porte in 
1830 to recognize him as 
hereditary 
prince of Servla. In 1869 ii constitution 
was framed, according to 
which 
tile 
government appointed one-third of the 
Skuptschlna, 
while the electorate 
of 
the other two-thirds was greatly r e ­ 
stricted. 
In 1876 Servla declared war 
against the Ottomans, amt was saved 
from destruction only by the Interfer­ 
ence of Russia. 
The congress of Berlin (1878) recog­ 
nized the Independence of the princi­ 
pality, and Increased Its territory on 
the south at the expense of the o t t o ­ 
man empire. 
Servla declared Itself a 
kingdom March 2. 1882. 
In November. 
1885, King Milan made an unjustifiable 
attack on Bulgaria, but was ignom in­ 
iously defeated, and his kingdom m ain­ 
tained intact 
only through the Inter­ 
ference of A ustria-Hungary. 
In 1889 n more liberal 
constitution 
was granted, all taxpaying citizens be­ 
coming electors, by whose votes the 
entire Skuptschlna was elected. 
The Servians are a brave and gen­ 
erous people, and the unfortunate his­ 
tory of Servla since 1868 was largely 
due to the Influence of their incapable 
and pusillanimous ruler, Milan I... who 
on March 6. 1889, abdicated In favor 
of his son, Alexander I. 
The latter In 
May, 1894, by a coup d’etat, abolished 
the new constitution and restored that 
of 1869. 
Only a few months ago he 
made another coup d’etat, abolishing 
Hie constitution of 1901, which is now 
restored.
